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Ventura County Fair directors set 
the date for this year’s exposition for 
October 1 to 5, inclusive. It had at 
first been suggested that the fair be 
held early in the summer. 

A new 50 room hotel, to cost ap- 
proximately $50,000, is to be built at 
California Hot Springs, famous health 
resort located about 35 miles south- 
east of Porterville in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. Omer BE. Lilly, 
hotel man of southern California, has 
been named manager of this resort by 
its owner, Mrs. Edith Williams of San 
Diego. 

Gerald Sheehy has applied to the 
State Railroad Commission for author- 
ity to sell, and T. J. Horgan Company 
Inc. to purchase a public utility ware- 
house located in Watsonville. 

Planting of three and one-half miles 
of scarlet Hawthorne trees from the 
Santa Rosa city limits south to Belle- 
vue on the Redwood highway has been 
completed. The tree planting program 
is the first of a plan to be carried out 
by the Highway Commission and 
chambers of commerce along the 
route. 


A. T. Hatch, who has been proprie- 
tor of Hotel Wolf at Stockton for the 
past two years, announced the sale of 
the furnishings and lease to Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Ensign of Los Angeles. It 
is said the transaction represented a 
consideration of $300,000. Hatch stated 
he had been given the management 
of a $500,000 estate left by an uncle, 
who died recently. 

California’s six State mental hos- 
pitals, two homes for feeble minded 
and three reform schools have a com- 
bined population of 18,260 according 
to a report filed with Governor Young 
by Harl BE. Jensen, State director of 
institutions. The records showed 
14,451 in the hospitals, 3,684 in the 
homes and 1,126 in the reformatories. 

A short section of U. 3. Highway 
No. 99, a few hundred yards north 
of the Newhall Tunnel, between San 
Fernando and Newhall, is now under- 
going construction. The road is being 
widened at that point, and careful 
driving is advised by the Touring De- 
partment of the National Automobile 
Club. 

Production of school textbooks in 
the State printing plant saved the 
Btate $289,284.45 in 1999, Lyman M. 
King, director of the Department of 
Finance, has reported to Gov. C. C. 
Young. The number of textbooks pro- 
duced during the year was the largest 
in the history of the printing plant, 
totaling 1,986,284 volumes, King re- 
ported. This exceeded the 1928 total 
by 324,477 volumes. King’s report 
placed the total cost of printing and 
distributing the textbooks free to 


pupils at $312,545.66. This included 
actual production costs, plus the 5 per 
cent depreciation surcharge, the royal- 
ty, and the Board of Education’s over- 
head of 10 per cent for distribution. 
It was estimated by King the cost of 
the books would have been $601,810.11 
had the State purchased them at pub- 
lishers’ wholesale rates. The saving 
effected was 47 per cent. In 1928, the 
saving was 36 per cent, and in 1927 it 
was 42 per cnet. Two of the series of 
child-story readers, the primer and the 
first reader, cost the State 24 cents 
per volume for the primer and 27 
cents per volume for the first reader, 
the report said. Had the State pur- 
chased these books instead of print- 
ing them, the price for the 174,797 
primers would have been 51 cents 
each, while the 175,55: volumes of 
the first reader would have cost 54 
cents each, it was declared. 

Los Angeles offered to co-operate 
with Sacramento as the scene of the 
1932 Olympic crew races in case no 
southern California water courses are 
available. The message was received 
by the Chamber of Commerce from 
William M. Garland of Los Angeles, 
chairman of the state Olympic games 
committee. 

A water cooling tower 400 feet in 
length, 50 feet high and nineteen feet 
in width is being erected on the prop- 

erty of the Standard Oil Company at

Another improved unit of the Moth- 
er Lode highway was assured when 
contracts were awarded Larson Broth- 
ers of Galt for grading and surfacing 
three miles in Calaveras County at a 
cost of $45,494. 
. Survey of traffic conditions on state 
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roads was under way by Bugene Bis- 
cailuz, superintendent of the Califor- 
nia highway patrol, to determine the 
quota of officers to be distributed on 
heavily traveled thoroughfares. 

Stingon Aircraft Company of Chica- 
go, is planning to establish a facto y 
branch in California in the immediate 
future. 

Articles of incorporation were filed 
with Secretary of State Frank C. Jor- 
dan by the Knight Templars Educa- 
tional Foundation of California. The 
organization was formed for the pur- 
pose of creating and maintaining 
funds to be used for education of 
worthy persons. Directors named were 
William H. Waste, San Francisco, 
chief justice of the State Supreme 
Court; Robert Wankowski, Culver 
City; Albert E. Boynton, San Fran- 
eisco; Andrew J. Copp Jr. of Los An- 
geles, Alfred Seale, Palo Alto; John 
H. Logie, Redlands, and Mattison B. 
Jones of Los Angeles. 


Negotiations for the purchase of the 
Plasa Hotel at Fresno, for more than 
$90,000 were completed by the H. R. 
Freeland Company of Los Angeles, ac- 
cording to Wred P. Black, owner of 
the property. 

Protection work in the Santa Clara 
River, which involves jetties and chan- 
nel deepening from Piru to Saticoy, 
a distance of 40 miles, is to start May 
1. Agreements upon the work were 
lately effected by restoration com- 
mittees of Ventura and Los Angeles 
counties, through both of which the 
river flows. The various protective 
works will cost approximately $400,- 
000. 

The State of California was com- 
pelled to go into court to secure right 
of way for realignment of the Golden 
State Highway near Pixley, three 
small parcels of land being needed 
ari agreement with the owners not 
being effected. It was the first time 
in years the State has found it necos- 
sary to condemn. The court allowed 
$529,500 damages for the three small 
odd-shaped parcels of land. 

A wildcat well in west side oil 
fields, being drilled by H. L. Whiston, 
of Bakersfield, was reported to have 
come in with a produetion of 1000 bar- 
rels a day at a depth of 5088 feet. All 
other wells in the district are of shal- 
low depth and only produce 15 to 20 
barrels per well. 

Construction on the Union Oi] Com- 
pany’s new pipe line from Kettleman 
Hills to Port Avila near San Luis 
Obispo was under way with the arriv- 
al of fourteen cars of pipe. The new 
pipe line will be used to carry high 
rravity oil from the Continental-Mar- 
land well to the coast. 

Contraet for an undergrade crossing 
under the Northwestern Pacific rail- 
road traeks at Loleta, Humboldt Coun- 
ty, on the Redwood highway, was 
awarded to Fred J. Maurer & Son, 
Eureka, for $10,880.40 by the State 
Division of Highways at Sacramento. 

“Dog days” are in the offing for 
Healdsburg, following a meeting of 
the city council at which it was decid- 


led that two city ordinances requiring 


dogs to be kept off the city streets 
will be rigidly enforced. 
Announcement was made of the 
plans for 'a new junior high school 
for Pittsburg, to be erected adjoining 
the present high school, at a cost of 
$136,000. Bids will be let as soon as 
possible, and ft is expected that con- 
struction will have started by the end 
of April. This building is a part of a 
spring school building program in 
Pittsburg provided for in a bond issue 
last year, and it will be followed im- 
mediately by a new elementary school. 
Public Hability and property dam 
age insurance on the six ‘ n gasoline 
roller used by the Kl Cerri.o street de- 
partment has been ordered by the 
board of trustees, {t has been announc- 
ed by Phil A. Lee, street commission- 
er. A recent rampage of the roller, in 
which it took its driver for a wild ride 
down a hillside, over fields, and crash- 
ed into the front of a private home, 
prompted the board's action. 


Although production of gold in Call- 
fornia dropped| from $11,671,018 in 
1927 to $10,785,315 in 1928, the State 
continued to aceount for approximate- 
ly 26 per cent of the nation’s output, 
Fred G. Stevenot, director of natural 
resources, has reported to Governor 
Young. All of the fifty-eight counties 
contributed to the mineral output, he 
said, and there were fifty-four miner- 
als produced, exclusive of those class- 
ed as gems. More petroleum was pro- 
duced in 1928 than in the previous 
year, the report showed, but the val- 
ue was lower, due to the low price of 
crude oil prevailing during the year. 
Production increased from 231,195,774 
barrels to 281,811,465 barrels. Value 
decreased $30,736,818, it was shown. 
Production of natural gas increased 
from 324,686,940,000 cubic feet, worth 
$20,447,294, in 1927, to 260,887,116,000 
cubie feet, valued at $22,260,947 in 
1928, Stevenot reported.
